Looking at the future, i 
Brannan says: “World 
grain production capability 
is more than sufficient to 
meet world consumption 
demands. World gruin 
trade will increase to 180 
million metric Lons by 
1980-81, or 20 million metric 
tons more than 1976-77. The 
U.S. will maintain its export 
market share of the past 
four years and will likely 
increase its share." 

Coming out of the disas¬ 
trous marketing conditions 
of the past several years, 
many producers huve had to 
liquidulo part of their 
ranching operations, noted 
banker Minger.

Symposium goers to hear update 
on affairs in Washington, D.C. 
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(Continued from page 1} 
which improve reproductive 
efficiency. He will cover a 
broad range of subjects, 
including getting more cows 
pregnant at lower costs, 
heat control, use of artificial 
insemination on the range, 
semen sexing, ova trans¬ 
plants and twinning. His 
lecture will utilize live cows 
for demonstration pur¬ 
poses. 

Dr. Wiltbank emphasizes 
that the cattleman must look 
at each cow in his herd as a 
single production unit. 
Once he has done this he 
can evaluate his various 
options, and take steps to 
make things happen rather 
than just letting them 
happen. 

"Sometimes a cattleman 
has to forget the rules of 
thumb he has been using, 
and must go back and look 
ut each of his animals as a 
production unit. Rather 
than seeing 400 cows in the 
herd, he has to look at each 
cow a9 an individual unit. If 
the rancher has limited 
feed, for instance, he must 
Study each unit and retain 


those units which will return 
the most money," said 
Gailen Martin, Symposium 
director. 

The drouth has inflicted 
heavy losses on California 
cattle producers, and this 
year's Symposium offers a 
timely topic. "Practical 
Solutions to Cottle Water 
Problems," by Barry Free¬ 
man, president of American 
Agricultural International, 
to the beef section audi¬ 
ence. 

"It's going to take cat¬ 
tlemen two to three years to 
get their reservoirs back to 
normal supplies so what 
Freeman has to say will be 
of concern to all those at¬ 
tending the Symposium,” 
said Martin. 

Freeman will describe 
how cattlemen can get 
better distribution of graz¬ 
ing by Introducing more 
water facilities on the ranch. 
He will talk about the use 
and cost of providing stock 
water through horizontal 
wells, surface catchment 
basins, soil sealants and 
evaporation control, low 
volume pumping and radial 


collector wells. He will tell 
which of these water sys¬ 
tems can be used in the 
varied cattle-producing re¬ 
gions of California. 

The final seminar will 
bring back Dr. Robert To- 
Lusek to discuss how today's 
market conditions affect the 
profitability of carrying out 
traditional management 
practices.

Testimony by world 
renowned heart researchers 
presented to the Senate Se¬ 
lect Committee on Nutrition 
warned the Commiltee that 
some of its recommended 
dietary goals were neither 
scientifically sound nor wise 
advice to the American 
people, the Nebraska Beef 
Industry Foundation fNBIF) 
reported recently. 

Quoting from a report 
issued by a diet-heart 
disease study panel, emi¬ 
nent researcher, E. H. 
Ahrens, professor of bio¬ 
chemistry and medicine at 
Rockefeller University said, 
"It is not proven that die¬ 
tary modification can pre¬ 
vent arteriosclerotic heart 
disease in man." 

The study panel was com¬ 
missioned by the National 
Heart Institute and included 
exports in clinical medicine, 
human nutrition, biostatis- 
tics and other areas related 
to heart disease study. 

Dr. Ahrens also com¬ 
mented about making wide¬ 
spread dietary recommen¬ 
dations to Americana. 

. .the effectiveness of 
a public health approach de¬ 
pends so critically on having 
a convinced body of medical 
opinion to support such 
measures," Ahrens said. 
But the medical world is 
"not convinced" today that 
lowering blood levels of fats 
in the general public is 
eilher "feasible or effec¬ 
tive" in reducing the intli- 
denee of coronary heart di¬ 
sease. 

The SeniiLe Committee’s 
report, "Dietary Goals for 
the United States," advoca¬ 
ted decreased meat con¬ 
sumption beenuse of con¬ 
cerns about alleged connec¬ 
tions to heart disease. 

Dr. Ahrens is u veteran of 
over 30 years of research 
concerned almost entirely 
with the effects of saturated 
and unsnturateri fats on 
humans the NBIF said. 
Most of whot medical sci¬ 
ence knows about eating 
saturated or unsaturated fat 
and subsequent effects on 
blood levels has been exa¬ 
mined under Ahven's direc¬ 
tion, the group pointed out. 

Sir John McMichael, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of medicine 
at the University of London 
told the Committee about a 


number of experiments 
around the world which 
tried to prove dietary fat in- 
tnko and heart disease were 
related. 

"Wecan therefore safely 
say that there is no 
well-controlled trial which 
has shown that reduction of 
serum lipids (fats) by diet or 
by drugs has any effect at all 
on the survival of patients 
liable to progressive coro¬ 
nary artery disease," Dr. 
McMichael said. 

"This whole issue is an 
extremely important one to 
the American public," 
M.D. Shepherd, NBIF 
chairman said. "Anything 
which can conclusively be 
shown to reduce the risk of 
heart disease is critical to 
millions of Americans. But 
the theory that eating 
unsaturatod fats will reduce 
the incidence of heart di¬ 
sease is just that—a theory. 
None of the theories about 
heart disease which have 
been forwarded and tested 
in the past 40 years have 
proven any more fruitful 
than that one.” 

The testimony was being 
presented to the Committee 
at the request of Sen. 
George McGovern, commit¬ 
tee chairman. Testimony 
was also presented by David 
H. Stroud, president of the 
National Live Stock and 
Meat Board and Wray 
Finney, president of the 
American National Cattle¬ 
men's Assn. 

The cattlemen, with the 
backing of numorous scien¬ 
tists tmd doctors, have con¬ 
tended that the Committee 
did not consider all sides of 
an admittedly controversial 
issue before making their 
j viumiuri iitatiYiiui concern¬ 
ing meat eating. 

The CommiUee is oIbo 
accepting written testimony 
from numerous other medi¬ 
cal scientists who disagree 
with some of the Commit¬ 
tee's recommendations and 
could not be present to 
testify. 

Dr. Ahrens told the Com¬ 
mittee that new approaches 
to the researching of heart 
disease are badly needed. 
Ahrens said many past ap¬ 
proaches have been indi¬ 
rect, statistical approaches 
considering "speculative
